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PREFACE. 


Changes  in  Area. 

Under  the  County  of  Hertford  (Chorleywood  Urban  District  Exten¬ 
sion)  Order,  1938,  an  area  of  65.5  acres  in  the  South  of  the  Parish  of 
Sarratt  ^^’as  transferred  to  the  Urban  District  of  Chorleywood.  The 
number  of  houses  and  the  population  involved  In  the  transfer  were,  6  and 
20,  respectively. 

Changes  in  the  Population. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimates  of  the  populations  as  existing 
at  the  middle  of  1938  on  the  areas  of  the  four  Districts  are:  Bushey, 
12,550;  Chorleywood,  3,734;  Rickmansworth,  18,700;  and,  Watford 
Rural,  19,240;  total,  54,224.  These  estimates  show  increases,  in  com¬ 
parison  with  the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year,  of :  Bushey, 
130;  Chorleywood,  220;  Rickmansworth,  1,270;  and,  Watford  Rural, 
820;  total,  2,440.  The  vital  statistics  throughout  the  report  are  based 
on  the  Registrar-General’s  estimates. 


The  Birth-Rate. 

The  birth-rate,  which  is  recorded  as  the  number  of  live  births  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  continues  to  rise.  The  rate  for  the  whole  country 
rose  from  14.9  to  15.1.  4'he  numbers  of  births  in  the  Districts  during  the 
year  were:  Bushey,  149;  Chorleywood,  34;  Rickmansworth,  376;  and, 
Watford  Rural,  275 — equivalent,  respectively,  to  the  rates  of  11.9,  9.1, 
20.1,  and,  14.3.  The  Rickmansworth  rate  is  the  highest  recorded  for 
many  years  and  it  compares  very  favourably  with  the  rate  for  the  whole 
country.  Over  the  whole  area  boys  outnumbered  girls  by  437  to  397. 


Mortality. 

The  death-rate  for  Eng-land  and  Wales  was  the  lowest  since  1930 
and  at  11.6  per  1,000  showed  a  decrease  of  0.8  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  This  satisfactory  position  is  reflected  in  the  death-rates 
for  the  Districts,  which  were:  Bushey,  9.1;  Chorleywood,  9.9.;  Rick- 
mansworth,  7.7 ;  and,  Watford  Rural,  7.9.  The  very  low  death-rate 
in  Rickmansworth  in  conjunction  with  the  hig'h  birth-rate  is  particularly 
satisfactory. 

Maternal  and  Infantile  Mortality. 

Over  the  whole  area  there  were  three  deaths  in  connection  with 
pregnancy  and  childbirth — two  in  Bushey,  and,  one  in  the  Watford 
Rural  District. 

The  infantile  mortality  rates  (the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
1  year  per  1,000  live  births)  show  considerable  decreases  on  those  for 
the  year  1937.  The  respective  rates  were:  Bushey,  20;  Chorleywood,  0; 
Rickmansworth,  21;  and,  Watford  Rural,  29;  in  comparison  with  rates 
for  the  previous  year  of:  26,  52,  32,  and  45,  and,  with  a  rate  for  the 
whole  countrv  in  the  vear  under  review  of  53. 

Communicable  Diseases. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  mildly  prevalent  in  the  area  during  the  year. 
'Fhere  was  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  in  , Rickmansworth  Town  in 
November  and  December  amounting  to  about  a  dozen  cases.  This 
outbreak,  which  at  one  time  threatened  to  be  more  serious,  was  due  to 
the  dissemination  by  an  ambulant  case  of  infection  amongst  some  of 
llie  younger  children  in  the  central  part  of  the  district.  The  disease  was 
of  a  moderately  virulent  type,  partly  because  of  the  high  susceptibilitv  of 
the  children  following  the  comparative  absence  of  infection  from  the 
District  during  the  previous  ten  vears.

The  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  recorded  In  the  Bushey  report  all 
occurred  in  a  large  Maternity  Home  receiving  cases  from  outside  the 
County.  (The  term,  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  means  any  febrile  condition 
occurring  in  a  woman  within  21  days  after  childbirth  or  miscarriage  in 
which  a  temperature  of  100.4  degrees  Fahrenheit  (38  degrees  Centigrade) 
oi  more  has  been  sustained  during  a  period  of  24  hours  or  has  recurred 
during  that  period.) 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  disease  and  the  month  in  which 
they  occurred  are  given  in  each  report ;  in  two  cases  the  tables  are 
duplicated  to  provide  comparisons  between  cases  which  have  occurred  in 
such  semi-isolated  communities  as  residential  schools  and  institutions, 
and,  cases  from  the  general  population. 

The  Water  Supply. 

Recent  examinations  of  the  public  water  supplies  show  that  the 
water  is  of  a  high  degree  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity,  and,  excellent 
for  drinking  purposes. 

Ambulances. 

The  provision  of  ambulance  services  is  satisfactory.  Ambulances 
serving  the  area  are  based  on:  The  Fire  Station,  Watford;  the  West 
Herts  Hospital,  Hemel  Hempstead;  and,  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
Watford.

7.  Remarks. 

The  public  cleansing  services  carried  out  by  direct  labour  in  the 
Parishes  of  Abbots  Langley  and  Aldenham  are  working  very 
efficiently.  The  Refuse  Collection  service  by  Direct  Labour  (in 
place  of  contract  work)  in  part  of  Watford  Rural  Parish  (Oxhey, 
Carpenders  Park,  Eastbury,  and  Garston  areas)  commenced  on 
3/4/39  and  is  working  satisfactorily.
